SCHDMRZ IN S\N FRANCISCO. 


Secretary Carl Schu:z arrived in San 
Francisco on Tuesday evening. He 
wus met xt Benicia bya delegation 
of the Republican State Central Com- 
mittee. In conversuition with gentle- 
men on the way down the Secretary 
alluded to Indian affairs, and stated 
that he was opposed to the Reservation 
plan, anticipating trouble so long as it 
is in operation. He ssid he visited 
the Pyramid Luke Reserva’ion en 
route, and that x#n irrigating ditch 
would be constructed on the Reserva- 
tion to supply water to the crops. 

The Secretary after a stay of four 
days in theci'y means 'o go to Yo-em- 
ite and on his return will go east as 
far as Ovden, thence to the Yellow- 
stone country, visiting the tribes of 
Wyoming and Montana. 

In speaking of the civilization of 
the Indians, the Secretary said: 


“Our Schools in Hampton, Virginia, 
and Carlisie, Pennsylvania, have suc- 
ceeded beyond my expectation. We 
teach the young ln«dians in the winter, 
and during the summer le' them work 
out among the farmers in the vicinity, 
and thus they obtain some practical 
knowledge of agricuiture, as well as 
acquaintance with ovr language. 


They go back to their tribes and of 


course disseminate more cr les of the 
knowledge they have acquired among 
their own people. This syst«m is, I 
believe, along stride in the direction 
of the ultimate civilization of the red 
mau, and the fitting him—if not the 
living, at least his de-cendants—for 
the rights and duties of ci‘izenship.”

BENIGNANT BUOWMAN'sS BENEF-

The evidence given by Ross in the 
Justice’s court Friday affords a 
striking proof of John Bowman's 
generosity of soul and zeal in the dis. 
charge of his duty as District At‘or- 
bey. 

It appears that the “pulling,” as it 
is technically caiked, of vagrants has 
heen a source of revenue to one of the 
watchmen who guard the town of 
Reno at night. Until July 1, Consta- 
ble Avery had paid Watchman Ross 
$1 50 for each vagrent arrested. In 
s0 doing he divided with Ross the 
Constable's fee of $3 which the county 
pays fr every such arrest. The Sher- 
iff ulso receives a fee of $3, and, in 
case of conviction, the District Attor- 
ney gets $10. 

Becuuse of what he terms the abuse 
of the law, Constable Avery refused 
to pay Ro-s anything for the arrest of 
vagrants, after July 1. Ross then sta- 
ted the case to District Attorney 
Bowman, who-e $10 fees in cases of 
conviction fer vagrancy, inclined him 
to lend Ross a sympathetic ear. Bow- 
man, with a generosity which has had 
no parallel in forensic annals since 
Dudson & Fogg undertook the case of 
Bardell vs. Pickwick on contingent 
fees, then promised Ross to pay $2 
per head for each vagrart that might 
be caught for him. What a noble 
spirit! What a praiseworthy desire 
to suppress vagrancy is exhibited in 
this lxrgain! Out of the District At- 
forney’s Meugre pittance of $10 for 
prosecuting such cases he agreed to 
pay $2 for each case furnished him by 
Ross, trusting to his forensic ability 
to secure the conviction of the accused 
and the $10 fee. Beneficent Bowman! 
How his con3uct shines!

THE ENGLISH LAW OF LIBEL. 


The Idaho Statesman makes the fol- 
lowing sensible comments upn a rec- 
ent decision in a libel suit against an 
English newapsper: “The old Eng- 
lixh doctine was, ‘the greater the 
truth the greater the libel.’ In Amer- 
ica, after a contest of nearly a centu- 
ry, this doctrine becainme much modi- 
fied for the better. The American 
Common law is, and has been for some 
decades, that the truth bet libel 
provided it be published without mal- 
ice. But quite recently England has 
taken a step beyond this doctrine. 
The trial was before Lord Coleridge 
aod a special jury. The Field news- 
paper was defending an action for libel 
brought by a sporting man, whe com- 
plained that it had charged him witl 
cruelty ata dog show. The jurors 
found that ‘The statements in the al- 
leged libels were not tiue in substance 
aud fact, but that they were made in 
good faith.’ Wherespon Lord Cule- 
ridge directed not that the finding 
should be applied to the question of 
mitigation of damages, but that there 
should be an absolute verdict in favor 
of the newspaper. That is to say, this 
London precedent decides that when- 
ever @ newspaper publishes asa fact 
something which turns out not to be a 
fact and is libelous, it is a perfect de- 
fence for the paper to show that it was 
honestly deceived and misled. by its 
reporter or informant, and that it pub- 
lished the report in entire good faith. 
This is right. It is justice, pure and 
simple.” | 
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THE OAKLAND HOMICIDE. 


The killing of Dr. Lefevre by Mr. 
Schroeder at Oxkland has given the 
people around the Bay avery pretty 
scandal to talk about. It is now said 
that the dentist's offense wxs not com- 
mitted while Schroeder's wife was 
under the influence of chloroform, bur 
that it was nothing more nor less than 
the seduction of the woman. This 
puts the homicide in a diffrent light. 
The killing seemed justitiable enough 
before. Any man guilty of the crime 
of rape deserves summary death. 
There is no difference of opinion on 
that point. 

But there are usua!ly two sides to 
every st ry of seduc:ion. A married 
woman in any such case is at least us 
much tu blume as her partner in guilt, 
and usually more so. The wronged 
husband would act more sensible in 
killing his wife, in the mujority of 
instances. But why should he kill 
anybody? If the wife must be pun- 
ished, there is the shame and di-grice 
which follow such a discovery and its 
publication to the world. What wo- 
man would not sooner prefer death?

Edison's electric light has been 
proved a superior means of lighting 
ships at sea. The new steamer Co- 
lumbia, of the Ureyon 8S. 58. Co., on 
her voyage from New York to Port- 
land, was lighted throughout by Edi- 
son lamps. It is said that the light, 
as applied in the saloons and state- 
rooms, gave perfect satisfaction, and 
came up toall expectations.

Symonds at Gold Hill has been von- 
cluded at Carson, brought in a verdict 
vf murder in the second degree. The 
jury retired at 4°P. m.on Wednesday 
and brought in a verdict at 7 Thurs 
day morning. Sentence wiil be 
passed by Judge Kivg on Thursday 
(to-day.) The defense will: move for 
new trial, The Times says: It is un- 
derstood that the jury in the Pritchard 
case originally stood one for murder 
in the first degree, four fur murder in 
the second degree aod seven for map- 
slaughter. 

[n Inis charge to the jury, according 
t) a summary in the Times, Judge 
King gave the following instruction-<: 


A policeman has no right to go inte 
4 man’s private residence and attempt 
to arrest him without a warrant, for a 
misdemeanor committed in his pres 
ence, Ifuan officer having a warrant 
is resisted after giving proper notice 
of bis authority and is slain, the of 
fense is murder. It he arrests with- 
out # warrant when the law requires 
one, is resisted and slain, the offense 
amounts to no more than manslaught- 
er. If a misdemeanor is committed 


.|in presence of an officer he can ur'est 


without a warrant. If Symonas at- 
tempted arrest without a warrant, for 
that purpose eatered Pritchards house, 
and bales such entry se breach 
of the peace was made by defendant 
in Symonds’ presence, such attempted 
arrest was uolawful. If the aggressor 
making sn unlawful arrest be kivled, 
it will be manslaughter. If Pri:cherd 
resisted an unlawful arrest, as above 
explained, and in the resistance killed 
Symonds, the def ndant can, at mest, 
be found guilty of manslaughter. You 
are instructed that there is nv evidence 
in the case showing thut drfendant 
committed any ‘ ffense against the law, 
in the presence of Humphry Symonds, 
deceased, the person alleged tu have 
been k lled by defendant, before he 
(Symnonds) is said tu have entered 
Pritchard's house.

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A HARNESSED WHALE 


That Ran Awsy with a Plucky Boat’s | 
Crew atthe Kate of a Mile a Min- 
ute. 


From the New Hav:.o Union. 


Wandering around on the wharves | 


of what was once the scene of bustle 
and activity in the good old days of 
whaling, a Union reporter encount- 
ered an old sea captain who had a good 
story to tell, Near by was movred a 
whaling vessel, and casks of vil were 
ranced about .so that the old tar 
seemed at home, The conversation 
turned on the recent bout races and 
the time made for the two miles by 
the Harvard and Columbia freshmen 
crews, The old sailor thought the 
hoys rowed well and went pretty fa-t; 
but he had gone fa-ter, and probably 
faster than many men ever went in a 
rowbuvat. The scribe urged the mari 
ner to tell the story, which he did 
substantially as follows: 

It is about thirty-five years ago 
sinc | went out from New Lovodon as 
a boat steerer. That is.a pretty lively 
berth, as any whaleman can tell you, 
especially whem. a whale is tackled. 
The steerer has virtually the control 
of the boat and the safety of the men 
in it, and when the whule begina to 
lash. the water with his tail, look out; 
there's danger io being near the big 
fluke. Sometimes you can pug an 
iron into a whale aod he won't splash 
oo the surface. but. will start off like 
a rocket, or perhaps will go right 
down, and you have to cut lonse and 
lose your line and irons. Still, « 
whaleman gets used to these things, 
and when ® boat is stove by a whule 
or when the’ crew get into any diffi- 
culty, they generally know what to 
do, and take matters philosophical] ¢. 
They are tough fellows and can row 
for hours (and without training) and 
with heavy oars resting on the ‘‘gun- 
nel” (gunwale) of the boat. 

In those days a different class of 
men went whaling from what go now. 
Previous to the war—that is, some 
years previons—there was money ip 
both oil and bone, though just before 
the war they sold for less than yeu 
could get them now. But when there 
was money in whaling, captains could 
get a passnbly good pick of men for 
their crews. Stout youny fellows 
who conldn’t make muere than their 
sulton the farm, came down to New 
Landon to go tosea. They hxd heard 
of the big chances for a good voyage. 
which, if realized, would give them 
in & few-moenths more money than 
they ever saw. If the owners got the 
lion’s share of the money, there was 
stili a good lot left to be doled out in 
‘‘lavs” (proportionate shares) to the 
men, In fact, fortunes were made in 
one voyage, or what would pass for an 
acceptuble competency for the man 
whe was contented to live modestly. 
Well, on the ship on which I was boat 
steerer this time there gvas as fine a set 
of men, pluck and endurance consid- 
ered, as you ever saw. In my bwat’s 
crew there were some particularly 
good men. But what happened to us 
one day tried the mettle of several of 
them. 

We were lying becalmed one day 
off the Cape of Good Hope. It wa. 
as smooth asa mill pond for miles; 
you couldn't see a ripple on the water, 
for not a breath of wind stirred. 
There were several whalers lying off 
the land, close in, waiting for «a wind 
or something to give them occupation. 
By and by we saw two or three whales 
coming up to blow, about two miles 
away. The Captain called the wa'ch 
up, and acouple of boats started for 
the whaies, which were Iving stil!, as 
if sunning themselves. In my bont 
wus a big negro, black as the ace of 
spudes. Every time he rowed a stroke 
he would open his mouth and grin, 


We raced with the other buat and got 
ahead, for my men were lithe and 
tough, and by and by we got along- 
side of one of the big fellows. The 
‘teering «ar was pulled in; the oars 
were packed—that is. pulled in so 
that they couldn't strike the water; 
then an iron was thrown into the 
flueting island. 

The whale laid still for a minute, as 
if struck with amazement that any 
one sheuld dare to touch him. The 
rope which was coiled up in the tub 
in the bot'om of the boat didn’t seem 
to be of any use fora mcment. Sud. 
denly the whale made up his mind 
what todo. He started off like a lo- 
comoetive, the rope whizzing around 
in a way to astonish a land lubber. 
The boat dido't follow slow. When 
the rope was out we were rushing by 
the Captain’s boat like mad. The 
Captain took off his hat and waved it 
at me, shouting: “Go it, young man; 
you're going out of town faster than 
you ll ever go again.” All we could 
do in that double-ended boat was to 
sit ancl see her go through the water.

as soon as the eggs are all deposited, 
plow the land deep and turn them all 
under.

The fasting of Dj, Tanner has re 
minded one of our correspondents of

anything, as-igning as a re»son for fast- 
ing that when it was the will of the 
Almighty tha: he should eat he would 
be Qfurnish«i with an = appetite. 
For the tirst six weeks he went regu- 
larly to the well in the morning aad 
wage { his heid apd face, and took a 
bowliul of water into the house. With 
this he occasionally rinsed his month 
aud «drank some of it. His pu rrents 
were of the op nion thit he did not 
drink more than a pint of water In 
twen y four hou 8. Compulsery m: ans 
to mke him t:ke fo «lf were found on- 
availing. On one occasion he wen! 
three davs without taking even water, 
but on the fourth moruing he was ob- 
served to go to the well aud to drink 
copiously and greedily,n the eleven- 
th dav «of his fast he stated to hi- 
frienis that he had not feit»o well ner 
s> strong in two years at at that mo- 
ment, and consequently denied the ne- 


eessity of taking food, For the firs’ 


six weeks (forty two day-) he walked 
out every day, and som times spent 
the greater part of the day in the 
wood:, He walked steadily and firm 
ly, and his friends remarked tht bis 
sep was unusally elastic, Ie shaved 
himself until about a weck before his 


death, sud was able to sit up io bed 


to the last duv. His mental taculties 
did net seem to be impaired us bis 
veneral strength declined, but, on the 
contrary, lis mind was cam and col- 
lected to the lust. His veice toward 
the end becune feeble and bow, but
